BOSTON, Nov. 3.—The 
republicans 


carried Massachusetts in a state elec- 
tion yesterday by the narrowest mar- 
gin in the history of the Bay slate for 
nearly a quarter of a century. Tho 
entire party was re-elected, but Gov. 
Draper's plurality of 60,000 last year 
was cut to SOOO yesterday, while that 
of Lieut. Gov. Louis A. Krothinghani, 
which -was SIC,000 in IflOS, was reduced 
to 7000 votes. 


Returns from 1040 out of 1060 pre- 


cincts in thr- state, and comprising ail 
tho »£1 towns and practically all of the 
cities, gave Draper (R.) 185,610; Vahey 
(D.) 175,382. Tho missing 20 precincts 
last year showed democratic tenden- 
cies.

A TERRIBIITRAGEDY 


Butcher Cut Off Heads of Wife 


and Daughter 


POTTSVirXE, Pa., Nov. 3.—One of the worst tragedies that has ever 


shocked ihis county occurred at Pine Grove when Daniol Schoke, a butchei 


of thnt place, cut off the heads of .his wife and twelve-year-old daughtei 


and then committed suicide by shooting himself. The ghastly discovery 


was rniide yesterday when neighbors who became suspicious that something 


was wrong when there was no signs of life about the house broke open tlr 


front, door. They found Schoke lying on the first floor and<the bodies of (lie 


wife and little girl in a bed on the second floor. 


The daughter's head was entirely 'severed and had rolled away from 


the body but his wife's head hung simply by the vertebrae. A large butcher 
viiife on the floor showed how the murders had been committed. . Schoke 
lad covered the bodies with the bedclothing and after writing a note telling 
of what he had done went downstairs and shot himself in the head. Death 
n his case was instantaneous. Schoke was 57 years old. He was of a 
•ather peculiar and unsteady disposition and several times failed in busi- 
ness but his relatives came to his assistance. It is believed that he worried 
limself insane. .Last evening he took his lodge books lo a home of a relative 


lonfj with other possessions, indicating that he premeditated the crime.

Butcher Cut Off Heads of Wife 


and Daughter 


POTTRVIULiE, Pa., Nov. 3.—One-of the worst tragedies that has ever 


shocked this cotinly occurred at Pine Grove when Daniel Schoke, a butcher 


of flial. plnco, cut off the heads of his wife and twelve-year-old daughtei 


and then committed suicide by shooting himself. 
The. ghastly discovery 


was rmide ycslnrday when neighbors "who became suspicious'that something 


was wrong when there was no sighs of life about the house broke open the 


front door. They found Schoke lying on the first floor and the bodies of the 


wife and little girl in a bed on the second floor. 


The daughter's head was entirely severed and had rolled away from 


the body but his Wife's head hung simply by the vertebrae. A large butcher 
knife on (lie floor showed how the murders had been committed. 
Sohoko 


had covered the bodies with the bedclothing nnd after writing a note telling 
of what ho had done went down stairs and shot himself in the head. Death 
in his case was instantaneous. 
Schoke was 57 years old. -He was-of a 


rather peculiar nnd unsteady disposition and several times failed in busi- 
ness but his relatives came to his assistance. It is believed that he worried 
himself insane. Last evening he took his lodge books to a home of a relative 
along with other possessions, indicating that he premeditated the crime.

wards used as fertilizer. This method 
has been successful in protecting the 
greater part of tho plantations, but on 
tho mountains on tho border of the 
territory the trees 
are

bare. 


Acacias appear to withstand the at- 
tacks of tho insects better than any 
other species, and the summits.of the 
mountains are

with these, trees in an effort to check 
future destitution. In addition to thccc 
enemies, Chinese thieves arc another

ing made with other trees.

Chinese forest .school was

nt Mukden two years ago. 
Six hun- 


dred and twenty-live acres have 
al- 


ready been set apart for 
cultivation, 


and 24,710 acres arc to be purchased 
for afforestation. 


Three liirso mines In China, in the 


provinces of Chlhli and Shansl, which 
arc under the management of 
Euro- 


peans, arc malting plans for 
affores- 


tation, and the Shantung railway is 
planting acaciea along 200 miles of its 
track. 
This, however, 
is simply a 


beginning of the work, and the Chinese 
government now has in 
contempla- 


tion the Inauguration of extensive af- 
forestation work in different parts of 
China.

The hearing of charges against Thos. 


P. Brennan, proprietor of the. saloon at 
224 Middlesex street, was held before 
the'board'of police last night. One of 
the complaints alleged that the respon- 
dent. forfeited his common victualler's 
license^ while the other alleged that no 
sold to".an intoxicated, person named 
Peter Green. At the conclusion of the 
hearing the board found Mr. Brennan 
iiot_ guilty. 


' The complaints were made while Si- 


mon B.. Harris was chairman of tho 
board. ' Mr., Harris' was present and 
offered Wlnfred C. MacBrayne as 
a 


.•witness in both cases. The only wit- 
ness named in the complaint was Pa- 
trolman Ingalls, and Fisher H. Pcar- 
aon,. who appeared for Mr. Brennan. 
asked why Mr. MacBrayne's name had 
not been entered on the complaint as a 
witness. The board ruled out Mr. 
MacBrayne's testimony in both cases. 


The only ^witness heard in the case of 


the alleged sale to an intoxicated per- 
son was Officer Ingalls, who testified 
that in his opinion the man was not 
intoxicated. 


The complaint of violation of terms 


of common victualler's license was first 
taken up. 
Officer George B. Palmer 


testified that .he visited the place with 
Officer Petrie on the 21st of July. Mr. 
Brennan was away and the bartender 
.was in charge. In the rear room he 
found two tables, five chairs and a gas 
stove with four burners, two of which 
-•would not burn. 
"In the closet were 


two pieces of bread, very 
dry 
and 


hard; three plates, nine bowls, one 
pitcher, a teakettle and teapot, 
ten 
spoons, very rusty, and a small quan- 
tity of canned goods. The officer said 
he called the attention of the bartender 
to the fact that the bread 
was very 


hard dud ho said that nobody called 
for it once a month. 


Officer Pelrie'.s testimony wa-s cor- 


roborative. 
Sergeant Thomas R. Atkinson was 


called for the defense and snld that, he 
inspected the place the latter part of 
June and made a report to the board. 
This report was put in evidence: Tlie 
ollicer said he has visited the place 
since, and found the same conditions, 
practically, as when the first inspection 
•was made. 


Thomas P. Brennan. tho proprietor 


of the place, said that he was not at 
his place of business on the 21st of 
July as he was out of town 
several 


clays. When he left there was a supply 
of food in the ice chest, in front of the 
bur, near the door. Some of the canned 
goods was nut In the closet because, 
the ice chest was full. It had not been 
his intention at any time to go out of 
the 
business of 
common victualler. 


Whenever chops or steaks were called 
for, 
he procured them. Ho could not 


explain the dryncss of the bread, un- 
less it might be that having had no 
call, they forgot to replenish it, and it 
had dried over Sunday.
